_ Commanding General of the Army 
Opposes the Plan of a General 
Staff With Movable Head. 


ASHINGTON, March 20.—({Ex- 

clusive Dispatch.}] Gen. Miles’s 

statement before the Senate Mil- 
itary Affairs Committee that he will 
resign from the army if the pending 
bill for the reorganization of the mill- 
tary establishment becomes a law, has 
created considerable of a sensation here 
and brought out a good deal of spe-- 
ulation among Senators as to whether 
Gen. Miles will be allowed to remain 
at the head of the army. His state- 
ment before the committee would have 
no special significance were it not for 
the fact that the bill that he was dis- 
cussing was drawn by Secretary of 
War Root, and it is known as the de- 
partment’s bill. Before it was handed 
to Senator Hawley to be introduced, 
this bill was examined and discussed 
by the President, and its general fea- 
tures were approved by him. so in de- 
claring the bill to be so vicious that 
he could not consent to serve in the 
army under it, Gen. Miles came near 
making unfriendly remarks about both 
the President and Secretary Root. 
Among the members of the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee who heard 
Gen. Miles’s testimony, the opinion is 
strong that he will not much longer rv- 
main at the head of the army. He 
showed considerable bitterness toward 
Secretary Root, and appeared to be in 
an unfortunate frame of mind regard- 
ing the President, principally on ac- 
count of the fact that his Philippine 
plans were recently rejected by the 
President. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—Gen. 
Miles today told the Senate Committee 
on Military Affairs that if the bill in-

All 
duties prescribed by law to the com- 
manding general of the army, shal! 
be performed by the chief of the gen- 
eral staff, or other general officer 
designated by the Secretary of War: 
provided, that so long as the present

the sald Lieutenant-General of the 
army, said office, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall cease and determine.” 

Gen. Miles said that if this pro- 
vision should become a law, it would 
have the effect of destroying the unity 
of the army, and he read numerous 
authorities, Including Napoleon, Well- 
ington, Washington, Cass and Grant, 
to show the necessity of having one 
head to the army, and of a controlll 
authority. His own experience and ob- 
servation, he sald, had the effect of 
confirming these views, and he gave 
an illuetration of its beneficial effect 
in time of emergency, instancing the 
beginning of the war with Spain. 

“I heard at midnight,” he said, “that 
the Spanish fleet had been . located 
definitely at Santiago, and I hastened 
to the home of Secretary Long, where 
the news was confirmed. Shafter was 
then at Tampa, and I sat down there, 
in the Secretary's house, and wrote a 
dispatch directing him to start imme- 
diately for Santiago, with the result 
that the army was soon on its way to 
the point where its presence was 
needed. 

“Suppose,” he added, exhibiting the 
message which he had sent to Gen. 
Shafter, “I had been compelled to get 
around to a desen or more majors, as 
many colonels, and a number of gen- 
erals constituting a general staff?" 

Then he added that, in all probability, 
the senior general of the army would 
not, under the provision he had quoted, 
have been in position to do anything, 
and he called attention to the clause 
relieving him (the senior general) of 
command, and making it ‘possible for 
any other officer to be appointed. He 
declared that under section 7 it would 
be competent to one day promote «4 
captain to the position of a brigadier- 
general, and the next day make him 
chief of staff; thus practically placing 
a captain @& the head of the ermy. 
Warming up somewhat, he asserted 
that the bill wae calculated to accom- 
Diish no purpose except to allow the 
Secretary of War and the Adjutant- 
General to promote ‘the interests of 
their personal favorites. 

Gen. Miles was questioned as to the 
reasons of locating the American army 
of occupation at Tampa and holding it 
so long, with the resulting congestiag. 
Replying to the first question, he said 
it was because of the order to occupy 
Havana. The delay was due to the 
fact that the American army was sup- 
plied with only sixty-four rounds of 
ammunition, which would not have 
been sufficient for more than half an 
hour of fighting, considering that Ha- 
vana was one of the best-fortified 
cities in the world, he said that to have 
attacked it would have been foolhardy 
in the extreme. He declined, however, 
to criticise the then Secretary of War, 
Gen. Alger, for the condition of affairs.

HIS “PATENT LEATHERS.” 
Barefoot Burglar at Milwaukee Traced 


By the Shoes He t Behind—Claims 


Los Angeles as His Home. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

MILWAUKEE, March 20.—({Exclu. 
sive Dispatch.] A burglar was caught 
here yesterday because he forgot to 
take with him his patent-leather shoes, 
which he left when his presence in a 
ewell residence was discovered. D. B, 
Dunlap of San Francisco is the bur- 
giar who was captured, and his arrest 
was made at Piankinton. 

Three nights ago, Dunlap entered the 
home of Rev. J. Beveridge Lee, a rich 
young clergyman. When ransacking 
the house, Edith, the minister's daugh- 
ter, heard him. He soothed the child, 
and slipped away when he thought 
her asleep. The child had feigned 
sleep, however, and awoke her parents. 
The burglar was forced to leave by a 
back window, minus his shoes, which 
be had. doffed on entering the house. 


Barefooted, he must have gone for 
two miles to the hotel. 

The police took the shoes. found the 
maker, and searched the hotels. The 
most aristocratic hosteiries in the elty 
were visited, one after another, and by 
ald of a Plankinton porter a pair of 
shoes of the same size as those which 
the burglar had lost were found. ‘ The 
porier returned an extra pair of shoes 
to Dunlap, while the detectives were 
at hand, and the fright of the man was 
convincing. 

He was taken to police headquarters, 
where he confessed the burglary. The 
prisoner gave the name of Raymond 
M. Swett, and stated that his father 
was a well-to-do furniture dealer in 
Los Angeles, Cal. He is said to be 
wanted in many western cities for rob- 
bing convents and churches. 

“IT guess its all up with me now,” 
said Swett at the prison today: “I am 
the man they have been chasing for 
robberies of convents, but I can’t tell 
why I left my profession for that 
burglar business. I'm a trained nurse 
by profession, and could make more at 


any time that way than I could by 
stealing. I thought it Was 80 easy, 
though, to go through the convents. No, 
I will not tell what my real name is. I 
will tell anything else but that. I was 
‘Straight’ out on the Coast. It was only 
when I got to Denver that I went 
crooked. I began drinking, and losi a 
good place; then I tried the convents 
Kame and it worked so easily that I 
kept at it. That's all. I have been at 
St. Paul, Chicago, St. Louis, Kansas 
City and Milwaukee since.” 

Though Swett,-or Sullivan, persists 
that he comes from Los Angeles, the 
police are still unable to learn his real 
name. 


Not Known Here. 


If the home of Raymond M. Swett, 
the burglar captured in Milwaukee is 
in Los Angeles, the police do not know 
It. Neither does the only family of 
that name mentioned in the city direc. 
tory. If the prisoner stated, as the 
foregoing dispatch from Milwaukee 
says, that his father is a wealthy fur- 
niture dealer in Los Angeles. he lied. 
Benjamin F. Swett and Frank 


Swett reside at No. 1316 Maple avenue, 
and they know nothing about the man 
who is under arrest in the Wisconsin 
metropolis. Inquiry was made at their 
residence last night for information 
as to Raymond M. Swett, but it was 
stated there that no such man is known 
to members of the family, much less 
is he a relative. 

A telegram was received last night 
by the Chief of Police from the author- 
ities at Milwaukee asking for infor- 
mation about the prisoner, but it was 
not possible for the police to send any- 
thing, as they had never heard of him.

ELF-CATCHING FISH 
S NEAR SAN PEDRO. 


LEAPS FROM SEA AND LANDS IN 
SKIPPER’S GIG. 


Strange Behavior of a Big Halibut, 
as Told by Capt. Thornstrom of the 
Schooner Ludlow and Witnessed by 
Two Sailors. 


SAN PEDRO, March 20.—Hookless, 
seineless and baitiess fishing is the 
very latest thing in the infant indus- 
tries which are passing the nursing- 
bottle period about this seaport. The 
originator of the novelty is Capt. 
Thornstrom, the veteraft skipper of the 
schooner Ludlow. 

It happened Wednesday afternoon. 
After having made a good passage from 
a northern port with a lumber cargo 
the captain dropped anchor in the lee 
of the partly-built breakwater, ordered 
his gig lowered, and came ashore. n 
the return trip to his vessel he was 
near Deadman's Island when something 
happened. The skipper isn't quite sure 
whether it was one of the island ghosts 
or just a piscatorial impulse, but some. 
how a big halibut was made to leap 
clear out of the sea and over into the 
boat. There it flapped its life out and 
lay dead. 

The fish weighed thirty-five pounds, 
It was served up for supper aboard the 
vessel, and was declared to be the 
finest specimen of sea food that had 
been caught in many a day. There 
were two sailors aboard the gig when 
the fish made its meteoric fight.

MUCH STOCK. 


Hundreds of Sheep and 
Calves Lost. 


Depredations at Santa 
- Monica Canyons. 


Los Angeles Hunters Going 
Out After the Beasts 
Next Sunday. 


Mountain Jions have become so nu- 
merous in the mountains which skirt 
the coast north of Santa Monica 
Cafion that sheep raisers and cattle- 
men have lost much of their stock» 
There have always been lions in that 
pection, which probably is the wild- 
est and most inaccessible portion of 
Los Angeles county, but not in years 
have their depredations been so serious 
as during the past two months. Hun- 
dreds of sheep have been killed and 
many calves carried away. The lions 
have grown so bold that their tracks 
have been seen within less than a mile 
of Santa Monica Cafion, and the sheep 
herders report having seen them prow!l- 
ing about in the mountains while the 
flocks were feeding in the valleys. 

One rancher arrived at Santa Mon- 
ica Cafion yesterday and reported that 
the night before sixteen of his sheep 
had been killed only a short distance 
from his ranch house. The tracks of 
three lions were found. 

The sheep had been quartered in a 
frail corral and when the lions made 
an onslaught they stampeded and scat- 
tered far and wide. Many have not 
yet been found. 

Last week twWo yearling heifers were 
killed by lions within half a le of the 
Same place, and hardly a week has 
passed this year that reports of dep- 
redations by the lions have not been 
received. 

A lion hunt will be held there Sun- 
day by a party of well-known sports- 
men and expert shots from Los Ange- 
les. Deputy Collector of Customs (. 
A. Sheldrick of Port Los Angeles has 
made arrangements to meet the party 
before daybreak Sunday morning with 
horses and ‘hounds and an all-day 
hunt will be made. W. G. Miller, Mr. 
Sheldrick’s chief deputy, will accom- 
pany the party. Capt. Hensley and 
Archie Freeman will participate. An 
effort will be made, with the pack of 
hounds, to discover the lair of the 
lions, and it iv expected that several 
will be killed. The party will go pre- 


pared for a fight, and may remain in 
that part of the county unt!f! Monday 
rrorning.

CHARLES F. LUMMIS BACK FROM 
SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 
Believes the: Government Will Ap- 
point Local Commission to Recom- 
mend Choice of Land—Missionaries 
to Make Another Supply Trip. 


Charlies F. Lummis returned yester- 
day. after a week's tour of investli- 
gation among the Mission’ Indians 
south of here, for the purpose of as- 
‘certaining their exact presen* condi- 
tion, and te get expressions from. the 
natives themselves upon the criticai 
position in which they now find them- 
selvee-——the most critical-in years, aa 
many of them are about to be evicted 
from their present haitations, with 
nowhere to go uniess the government 
immediately provide them with lands 
off which they can make a living. 

The government is about to buy 
them a tract, but the one recommended 
by the Indian Inspector, who lately 
Went over the ground, is much objected 
to bv the Indians’ white friends, who 
know the locality as land unsuited to 
farming. Unless a* suitable selection of 
land is # at this critical time for 
the Indians, they will continue to be } 
as badly off as they have ever been, 
and the new league, which has taken 
‘up the local Indian question is stren- 
vous in its efforts to get’‘a preper res- 
ervation set apart for the natives, who 
will soon be homeless. ; 

Mr. Lammis visited, among others, 
the Mesa Grande and Velcan reserva- 
tions, and Warner's ranch, from whic 
thé Indians are Already legally evicted, 
and are only staying on day by day by 
suffrage of the ownfters. J. Downey 
Harvey, who has the principal interest 
in the ranch, is in Los Angeles now 
from San Franctsco. j 

When seen yesterday Mr. Lummis 
did not care to make any lengthy 
statement of his observations on the 
trip, but sald: “The deplorable con- 
dition of.the Mission Indians of San 
.Diege county has not been exagger- 
ated. Of course, there are some who 
are better off than others, but many 
are In sore need.” He is encouraged 
in the belief that the commission of 
local members to recommmend the choice 
of land for which he had contended, 
will be appointed by the authorities in 
Washington.

Century Club: Will accept 75 per 
cent. if you guarantee contestants at 
least $25,000: prices and compliment- 
aries to be mutually agreed on.

The Century Club, in trying to 
straighten out the matter, sent a mes- 
sage yesterday morning, stating the 
three offers, and last night at 7:30 
o'clock received this one from Fitz:

Upon Jeffries’s advice no answer was 
sent last night. Tom McCarey, match 
maker and one of the leading spirits 
in the club, is at Sierra Madre and will 
not be in Los Angeles until today, and 
Fitz's ultimatum was passed up until 
McCarey can have a conference with 
the other members of the club. 

From his statements yesterday he 
will hardly agree to a $25,400 offer, and 
consequentiy should not surprise 
anyone ff the fight is declared off. 

The attitude of Fitzsimmons is very 
peculiar. Inetead of taking the best 
thing in sight he arrogates to himself 
the right to name the purse and all the 
detalis of the contest, privileges that 
belong to the champion by all the tra+ 
ditions of the sport. Jeffries has hung 
on so long only because Fitzsimmons 
imagines he can win. Some bets have 
already been made here of 10 to 7 on 
Jeffries, but it is longer price than this 
that the old man realizes he would get 
a beating and desires to have the short 
end of the. money as good as possible. 

Just what will be done no one knows, 
but it is hardly likely that the Century 
Club will agtee to Fitzsimmons'’s arro- 
gant demands.

Horse Prince Henry Wants. 
One of President Roosevelt's new 
$11,000 teams was bred and broken 
near here by Dr. C. O. Burke of At- 
lanta Ill. Dr. Burke drove the animal 
for a year on his professional rounds 
in McLean and Logan counties, and 
then sold it to a New York horseman 
for $4;f. The latter put a price of 
$6000 upon the horse, found a mate 
which was a perfect match, and then 
sold the two to the President. The 
horse raised here is four years old, a 
dark bay, without a white hair or 
blemish. The animal was regarded as 
one of the best actors ever seen in 
Central Illinois and attracted much at- 
tention among horsemen. A brother of 
Dr. Burke, who lives in Missourt, has a 
full brother of the one secured by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. When Prince Henry 
was in Washington he was delighted to 
find that ‘here was a chance of finding 
a horse similar to the pair purchased 
by the President, and left instructions 
to buy the Missouri animal and ship 
him to the rvyal stables in Germany. 
The great granddam of the horse sold 
to the President once drew Abraham 
Lincoln into Springfield in blinding 
storm. Forty years or more ago, when 
the Chicago and Alton road was first 
built through to Springfield, a party of 
distinguished public men, including 
Lincoln, David Davis and -others, left 
Bloomington for the capital. It was 
winter and a snowstorm was in prog- 
ress. At Atlanta the train was stalled. 
The par‘y could not wait and rented a 
four-horse team for $50 and drove to 


Springfield. One of the horses which 
pulled the party was the maternal an- 
cestor of . Burke's colt. When Lin- 


coln became President the four horses 
sprang into local prominence and the 
story has come down to the present 
generation.—(Chicago Tribune.

Stirs Neighbors.

LAttle Lulu Blodgett, aged 12 years, 
was brought to the Police Station yes- 
terday morning by Humane Officer 
Oliver, with one of her big, sad brown 
eyes swollen completely shut, and & 
long, ugly, blue welt above the injured 
organ. With the two, glib with ex- 
cuses, came Mrs. Nettie Brown, who is 
responsible for the girl's condition. On

the child’s arms and back were other 
marks, and almost her whole body 
showed evidences of a severe flogging,- 
indiscriminately given. 

The evidence of cruelty against Mra, 
Brown is very strong, and the case 
may be prosecuted. If so, there are 
neighbors who will testify as to the in- 
human treatment the girl received at 
the hands of her father's housekeeper, 
Not until yesterday were the authori- 
ties notified of the child's condition, 
although she had been wearing her 
scars since last Tuesday morning. 

The girl lives at the home of her 
father, Charlies R. Blodgett, No. 63 
West Thirty-ninth street, and has, in 
the place of a mother, 
Brown, who has been acting in the ca- 
pacity of a housekeeper for Blodgett 
for a six years. Blodgett works 
at the ce track. His indifference te 
his daughter's treatment is denounced 
by those who live near by, and there 
is general indignation in his vicinity 
ever Tuesday morning's affair. 

Disobedience to Mrs. Brown's injunc- 
tion not to speak to a neighbor's chil- 
dren brought Lulu her beating. Across 
the street lives Peter Lockhart, whose 
children were out of favor with Mra, 
Brown, who told Lulu not to, speak to 
them. 

On Tuesday morning two Lockhart 
girls were starting out for school and 
asked Lulu if she was going. She 
made a reply of a ite nature, but 
rather brief, when Mrs. Brown, who 
had been taking in the conversation 
from the front door, pounced out on 
the girl and dragged her, crying, intw 


the house. A rattan riding whip, which 
she kept handy for such purposes, was 
quickly dewn from its place, and with 
this she proceeded to administer a tefe 
ribie beating to the child. The Screams 
coming from the cottage brought 

near-by residents to their doors, but 
the clamor was only unusual on se- 
count of its intensity. Such sounds had 
been heard from the Blodgett cottage 
before. 

Because of the torture the girl 
seemed to be undergoing, one or two 
of the neighbors entered the yard, wes, 
by that time the frengy and the 
strength of the woran had tly 
exhausted themselves. 

As the girl was kept in the house 
for a few days the incident was for- 
gotten, but on her appearing yester- 
day morning with a biack and blue 
eye and long, red marks on her arms 
and back that she showed her girl 
companions, the Humane Officer was 
notified. 

Mrs. Brown says that the cut over the 
girl's eye was caused by her dodging 
the: whip, and that the girl provoked 
her to extremes by her saucy words 
and manner. Blodgett is indifferent, 
but the neighbors are aroused, and one 
or two said yesterday that If the au- 
thorities will not protect the defense- 
less girl from such unmerciful beat- 
ings, they will do it themselves.

The second weekly meeting of the 
Charter Revision Committee mét last 
evening in the Council!

He did not so stop 
to listen, and to that extent was neg- 
ligent. The law is ‘that a intiff 
must be without fault himself in dam- 
age suits, however careless a defend- 
ant.” 

Koch believes that his spine and ner- 
vous system are permanently injured 
as a result of the accident. 


FISH ORDINANCE. 
SUPERVISORS PASS ONE. 

Sportemen and others will be inter- 
ested in the language of the new fish 
ordinance just passed by the Board of 
Supervisors, as follows: 

Section 1—Every person, firm or cor- 
poration who shall cast, extend, set, 
use or draw, or who ‘shall assist in 
casting, extending, etc., any purse net, 
bag net, seine or net of similar char- 
acter in the waters of the county of 
Los Angeles within 200 feet of any 
pier or wharf shall be deemed gulity 
of a misdemeanor, and shall be punish- 
able by a fine not to exceed , or by 
imprisonment in the county jail for a 
term not to exceed six months, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 2—It appearing to the Board of 
Supervisors that the bay of Avalon, 
Catalina Island, is the natural spawn- 
ing ground of certain kinds of fish, and 
that for the protection and preservation 
of the same it is necessary and proper 
to prohibit the casting of all kinds of 
nets withir the waters of said bay, it 
is hereby declared unlawful for any 
person to cast or assist in casting any 
sort of net for the purpose of catching 
fish in the waters of the bay of Ava- 
lon; and any person who shall violate 
any of the provisions of this section 
shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor. The same penalty is imposed 
as in section 1. 

Sec. 3—Provided, however, that noth- 
ing in this ordinance shall be deemed 
to prevent the taking of smal! fish for 
bait to be used in the catching of 
larger fish with hook and line. This 
ordinance shall take effect April 10.

Imperial Lands Indorsed. 

D. G. Whiting writes the California 
Cultivator that he has great faith in 
the Imperial country, and that the 
farmers there laugh at the dire predic- 
tions of the government expert as to 
the prevalence of alkali in quantities 
that will prevent the growing of farm 
crops. .The finest crops are growing 
now near the town of Imperial. This 
portion of the tract was marked on the 
government map-as the most unlikely 
portion of the territory. If that part 
is producing well there is no doubt 
‘whatever of the adaptability of the 
soil in the ticinity of the lakes. 

When successful farmers Iike Mr. 
Whiting speak well of these lands, 
without any interest In anything but 
his own farm, the future of that coun- 
try is assured. One who may wish to 
invest In new lands to farm under un- 
tried conditions, should first thoroughly 
canvass the matter, but should not be 
discouraged in advance by adverse re- 
ports. In portions of the Indio lands 
most abounding in salts I saw the 
finest crops growing last summer. The 
foreign elements had been carried away 
by the irrigating water. Southern Cal- 
ifornia needs such a tract of land as 
the New River country to furnish for- 
age for the working stock, and we hope 
the farmers who are developing “the 
new lands may not be deceived in the 
qualities they are now finding so re- 
assuring.

He says the 
oniy way out of the dilemma is for 
each association to keep its orchards 
free from scale, and for one he is will- 
ing to attempt the solution of the com- 
mission's problem upon that basis. The 
question is of such general interest that 
further developmenf® will be noted by 
the fruit growers of Southern Califcr- 
ni.

are lighted, and allowed to burn un- 
til morning. The moths are attracted 
to the light and meet their doom. The. 
expense for oll is less than for spray- 
materials, and 
less. Finding that the young moths or 
larvae cannot reach the burning lamps, 
he places fly paper around the trunks 
of his trees and above this spreads 
burlap bands to cover the fly paper 
from the air. When the young moths 
Start up the trunk of the trees toward 
the branches they are caught on the 
sticky paper and their mischief ended.

The ob- 
ject in putting it on as late as possi- 
ble, is to avoid having it washed off 
by the rains, though this wash will 
stick on through more rain than any 
wash we know of. The combination of 
the salt and lime produces an adhesive 
quality. The salt being deliquescent to 
a certain extent prevents the wash from 


This wash is made by cooking for 
one hour in 20 gallons of water, 20 
pounds of sulphur and 20 pounds of 
freshly-siacked lime. Slack 20 pounds 
more of lime in another vessel and 
add it with 15 pounds of ground stock 
salt to the boiling material in the ket- 
tle and boil for half an hour longer 
and filter through a flour sieve. This 
can be used cold or hot and can be 
kept in stock for some time.

Orchard Practice. | 

As a large number of orange and 
lemon growers are agitating the de- 
struction of all fungus disease in their 
packing-houses, it may be of interest to 
publish a short extract from f. 
Woodworth’'s late bulletin on this point. 
In discussing this matter with a Po- 
mona grower, he said his association 
would fumigate 
picking boxes, etc., and thereby ex- 
pect to lessen very materially the rot- 
ting of fruit complained of so 4 
for the last two years. Prof. W - 
worth remarks ase follows: 

“A great deal of fruit undoubtedly 
goes into the packing-house already 
covered with the epores of this rot 
fungus. As much carelessness in the 
disposal of rotten fruit is seen in the 
orchard, as has been pointed out above, 
as occurring about the packing-house. 
Rotten fruit is very commonly allowed 
to fall upon the ground. and is turned 
under with the plow, to be turned up 
again in subsequent cultivations. In 
almost any orchard in which the dis- 
ease is prevalent one would not have 
any difficulty in finding oranges or 
lemone covered with quantities of mold 
spores lying upon or just beneath the 
surface of the ground, from which they 
may be blown. over the fruit with the 
dust. \ 

Itis not only the navels that are thus 
endangered; but these fruits are prob- 
ably the only ones that commonly be- 
come rotten before they are picked. All 
the fruit in the orchard is liable to be- 
come affected after it is packed, as 
soon as the spores existing on its sur- 
face have an opportunity to germinate. 
It is particularly desirabie, therefore, , 
that in the orchard all decayed fruit 
be gathered and buried so.deeply that | ‘ 
it wili not be turned up by the plow; or 
that should be otherwise disposed 
of. is may be done by digging a 
deep hole every little distance in ‘he 
orchard, and piling in the rotten fruit 
from adjacent trees. Another method 
would be to gather and compost de- 
cayed fruit, thus destroving the spores; 
in this way finally using the fruit for 
fertilization, as mentioned by Prof. Hil- 
gard. Either method provides a safe 
and rapid means of disposing of the 
refuse fruit, which will certainly very 
materially decrease the amount of 
spores, and therefore the liability to 
rot,

TO REVISE CHARTER. 


SECOND MEETING OF GENERAL 
BODY LAST EVENING. 


Order of Business Agreed Upon and 
Work on Great Task Well Started— 
Council Requested to Submit Amend- 
ments to the People. 


The second weekly meeting of the 
Charter Revision Committee mét last 
evening in the Counci!] Chamber, and 
made a start on its great task of build- 
ing a new foundation for municipal 
law. The session was short, the princi- 
pal events being the adoption of the 
report of the Committee on order of 
Business, and the announcement of the 
standing committees appointed by 
Chairman Fred Smith. Thirf®en of the 
twenty members were present, as fol- 
lows: Snyder, Smith, Bowen, Finlay- 
son, Frank, Haas, Mathews, Millard, 
Pierce, Powers, Scott, Todd and 
Walker. . 

The members had their joshing 
clothes on, and merriment arid tobacco 
smoke made it look like a purely social 
gathering. The only discussion was 
over the fifth and last clause of the 
Committee on Order of Business, the 
recommendation to the Counci!. Bowen 
and Finlayson finally fixed up a satis- 
factory amendment, and it was adopted 
with a proviso as follows: “Your com- 
mittee further recommends that this 
Charter Revision Committee recom- 
mend to the City Council for submis- 
sion to the people all proposed amend- 


* ments to the city charter that shall 


have been finally adopted by the vote 
of a majority of the members present 
at any meeting of this Charter Revision 
Committee; provided that no amend- 
ment shall be adopted until the same 
has been reported upon by its appro- 
priate committee at some meeting of 
the general committee at which the 
same is adopted.”

FISH ORDINANCE. 

| SUPERVISORS PASS ONE. 

' §Sportemen and others will be inter- 
ested in the language of the new fish 
ordinance just passed by the Board of 
Supervisors, as follows: 

Section 1—Every person, firm or cor- 
poration who shall cast, extend, set, 
use or draw, or who shall assist in 
casting, extending, etc., any purse net, 
bag net, seine or net of similar char- 
acter in the waters of the county of 
Los Angeles within 200 feet of any 
pier or wharf shall be deemed gulity 
of a misdemeanor, and shall be punish- 
able by a fine not to exceed , or by 
imprisonment in the county jail for a 
term not to exceed six months, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 2—It appearing to the Board of 
Supervisors that the bay of Avalon, 
Catalina Island, is the natural spawn- 
ing ground of certain kinds of fish, and 
that for the protection and preservation 
of the same it is necessary and proper 
to prohibit the casting of all kinds of 
nets withir the waters of said bay, It 
is hereby declared unlawful for any 
person to cast or assist in casting any 
sort of net for the purpose of catching 
fish in the waters of the bay of Ava- 
lon; and any person who shall violate 
any of the provisions of this section 
shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor. The same penalty is imposed 
as in section 1. 

Sec. 3—-Provided, however, that noth- 
ing in this ordinance shall be deemed 
to prevent the taking of smal! fish for 
bait to be used in the catching of 
larger fish with hook and line. This 
ordinance shall take effect April 10.

D. G. Whiting writes the California 
Cultivator that he has great faith in 
the Imperial country, and that the 
farmers there laugh at the dire predic- 
tions of thé government expert as to 
the prevalentce of alkali in quantities 
that will prevent the growing of farm 
crops, .The finest crops are growing 
now near the town of Imperial. This 
portion of the tract was marked on the 
government map as the most unlikely 
portion of the territory. If that part 
is producing well there is no doubt 
whatever of the adaptability of the 
soil in the ticinity of the lakes. 

When successful farmers like Mr. 
Whiting speak well of these lands. 
without any interest In anything but 
his own farm, the future of that coun- 
try is assured. One who may wish to 
invest In new lands to farm under un- 
tried conditions, should first thoroughly 
canvass the matter, but should not be 
discouraged in advance by adverse re- 
ports. In portions of the Indio lands 
most abounding in salts I saw the 
finest crops growing last summer. The 
foreign elements had been carried away 
by the irrigating water. Southern Cal- 
ifornia needs such a tract of land as 
the New River country to furnish for- 
age for the working stock, and we hope 
the farmers who are developing the 
new lands may not be deceived in the 
qualities they are now finding so re- 
assuring. 
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Agitation Abroad. 

If any one should ask what has dis- 
turbed the minds of the citrus-fruit 
growers most thoroughly during the 
last week, I would say it Is the circu- 
lar letter now being sent out to the 
fruit associations and packing firms by 
the Horticultural Commissioners of 
Los Angeles county asking that the 
community use of packing bags, boxes, 
ladders and wagons be disc6ntinued, or 
some means of disinfecting the same be 
employed to prevent the spreading cf 
insect pests by that means. The 1is- 
cussion of this important matter starts 
out in a most aggressive and pictur- 
esque manner, with Ivuarte and Po- 
mona in the lead in opposition to the 
proposition of doing away with the 
present plan of using orange-picking 
boxes from one orchard to another. 
latiers have been received from these 
points stating that it is impossible tuo 
handle the fruit of an association with- 
out the association's owning the field 
boxes. F. K. Adams of Pomona, in 
writing for his ‘association, claims that 
it would require 40,000 picking boxes to 
handle their crop if the individuals 
were to own and use each his own 
boxes. 

The agitation of this question, while 
it may be sharp and aggressive, wil) 
bring the fruit growers and the com- 
mission into closer touch than ever. 
Théuch the parties heard from do not 
agree .with the plan of private owner- 
ship of field boxes, they convey to the 
board their hearty appreciation of the 
spirit that inspired the agitation, and 
promise full support to all possible 
measures instituted for the improve- 
ment of orchard conditions. The out- 
come is certain to be the adoption of 
mere clear-cut methods of dealing with 
orchard pests. John Scott of Duarte, 
while condemning the attempt to break 
up the community use of boxes, «a;- 
proves of the agitation. He says the 
oniy way out of the dilernma is for 
each association to keep its orchards 
free from scale, and for one he is will- 
ing to attempt the solution of the com- 
mission's problem upon that basis.

Abundant Crops. 


The present outlook for deciduous 
fruits in the northern part of our field 
is good. In Kings and Tulare counties 
an immense crop is predicted. The 
late rains have now practically as- 
sured an abundant yield of peaches, 
pears, prunes and grapes in the coun- 
ties which The Times has recently an- 
nexed to Southern California, and alto- 
gether the prospects are inspiring from 
the fruit-growers’ standpoint. 

The Hanford Sentinel in reporting 
upon the crop outlook, comments es- 
pecially upon the vineyard interests, 
adding an item from the report of the 
Horficultural Commissioner of Kings 
county, that may be of interest to vine 
men in this section, and make the 
few objectors to quarantine regulations 
in Los Angeles county look like a dime 
trio. The Horticultural Commissioner 
says: 

“Your commissioners would respect- 
fully ask that your honorable board 
amend theeordinance passed by your 
board in January, 1900, and make an 
ordinance that will quarantine against 
all counties sending into this county 
any rooted grape vines or cuttings, 
especially Fresno county, as there is 
being shipped into this county by 
team rooted vines and cuttings, a)- 
though apparently in a healthy condi- 
tion, it is universally reported § that 
several portiong of Fresno county is 
infested with phylloxera and we re- 
spectfully suggest that prevention in 
this case if possible would be better 
thar to cure after the disease gets 
into the vineyards of Kings county.” 

Saving Fruit With Kerosene. 

There is a big lot of misinformation 
contained in a dispatch from Tacoma 
that is going the rounds of the press 
in one form or another. It may be 
cimilar to the “red albumen” fraud 
which got into many papers through 
correspondence. At any rate it will 
bear close examination before the or- 
chardists should invest in kerosene 
moth lamps. The experiment’ of catch- 
ing codlin moth by this means was 
tried every night for six months at 
Long Beach. Many night-flying moths 
were captured, but not one codlin 
moth. It may be the nights in South- 
ern California are too cool for the 
flight of the apple moth, especially 
near the coast. We need not repudia 
the following account of moth-catch 
ing in Oregon, but we are justified tn 


sition and in refusing to buy kerosene 
traps. Coincident with the announce- 
ment from the north comes a flood of 
moth-trap circulars. The following is 
Mr. Frazier’s statement: 

“Cc. R. Frazier, a pioneer orchardist 
of Walla Waila, has invented a unique 
but successful method of conquering 
the codlin moth, which has greatly 
damaged fruit trees in all the Pacific 
Coast States during the last few years. 
Last year his orchard of thirty-five 
acres was kept entirely free from 
moths while the orchards al] about his 
produced badly worm-eaten fruit. Mr. 
Frazier scattered through his thirty- 
five acre orchard fifty large tin kero- 
sene lamps s0 constructed that they 
will burn without chimneys. Fvery 
evening about moth time the lamps 
are lighted, and allowed to burn un- 
til morning. The moths are attracted 
to the light and meet their doom. The 
expense for oll is less than for spray- 
ing materials, and the labor trouble 
less. Finding that the young moths or 
larvae cannot reach the burning lamps, 
he places fly paper around the trunks 
of his trees and above this spreads 
burlap bands to cover the fly paper 
from the air. When the young moths 
start up the trunk of the trees toward 
the branches they are caught on the 
sticky paper and their mischief ended. 
This year many other horticulturists 
will try the new method.”

Suggestions on Fertilizers. 

The Yollowing suggestions regarding 
orchard manures are made by Frank 
L.. Palmer of Pomona, and are given, 
not as theoretical points, but as com- 
ing from the field experience of one of 
the most practical orange growers in 
the South. Mr. Palmer says: 

(1.) The chemical fertilizers pro uce 
oranges of first quality. Two or three 
light dressings of an acidulated chemi- 
eal fertilizer are better than one heavy

| be balanced by supplementing it with 


bone meal or other source of 
phosphoric acid, 

(3.) Humus can also be obtained by 
growing peas in the orchard, or other 
green manures, and also by applying 
straw and alfalfa hay when we can 
get them cheaply enough. Green ma- 
nuring with peas, or other leguminous 
craps, is most highly commended by 
all our best authorities as the best and 
cheapest method of obtaining both hu- 
mus and nitrogen. 

(4.) Where stable manure has been 
used, or green manuring has been done, 
the principal element lacking is phos- 
phoric acid. This may be obtained 
from steamed bone, very finely ground, 
and known as raw bone meal, the ac- 
tion of which would be slow. Or it may 
be obtained from the superphosphates 
manufactured from phosphate rock or 
from bone, and containing a large pet- 
centage of water soluble phosphoric 
acid, which would be quickly available 
to the tree. Or it may be obtained 
from an intermediate compound known 
as dissolved bone, made from fine 
ground bone meal treated with a me- 
dium quantity of sulphuric acid. 

If raw bone meal is used it should 
be applied in the early winter time, 
because its action is slow. The dis- 
solved bone may be used later, and 
into the early spring, and the trees 
still get its benefit in time for the set- 
ting of the new crop. 

In either case, get the bone Into the 
soil as deep as a plow will put it, ‘so 
that when the feeding roots come to 
feed upon it they will not be torn away 
when the orchard is cultivated.

The Peach Moth. 
As a pertinent reminder that the pro- 
ductive peach orchards which suffered

the buds open, the greatest damage 
is done to the peach moth. This work 
should be done at once on those varie- 
tles which show signs of opening their 
fruit buds. The lime sulphur and salt 


wash will not damage fruit buds “4 


the bloom is not yet unfolded. If th 
spraying is done when there are a few 
blossoms just showing, no harm will 
be done except to the few individual 
blooms that are showing themselves, 
and the greatest amount of good will 
be done. This wil! apply to applica- 
tions of the wash for scale or fungus 
as well as for the peach moth, The ob. 
ject in putting it on as late as possi- 
ble, Is to avoid having it washed off 
by the rains, though this wash will 
stick on through more rain than any 
wash we know of. The combination of 
the salt and lime produces an adhesive 
quality. The salt being deliquescent to 
a certain extent prevents the wash from 
peeling off in dry weather. 

This wash is made by cooking for 
one hour in 20 gallons of water, 20 
pounds of sulphur and 20 pounds of 
freshly-slacked lime. Slack 20 pounds 
more of lime in another vessel and 
add it with 15 pounds of ground stock 
salt to the boiling material in the ket- 
tle and boil for half an hour longer 
and filter through a flour sieve. This 
can be used cold or hot and can be 
kept in stock for some time. It is bet- 
ter to dilute it hot just before spray- 
ing. It should be made up to © gal- 
lons before using. The best Iime and 
sulphur should be used. 


Orchard Practice. 


As a large number of orange and 
lemon growers are agitating the de- 
struction of all fungus disease in their 
packing-houses, it may be of interest to 
publish a short extract from ‘ 
Woodworth’'s late bulletin on this point. 
In discussing this matter with a Po- 
mona grower, he said his association 
would fumigate the packing-houses, 
picking boxes, etc... and thereby ex- 
pect to lessen very materially the rot- 
ting of fruit complained of so generally 
for the last two years. Prof. Wood- 
worth remarks ae follows: 

“A great deal of fruit undoubtedly 
goes into the packing-house already 
covered with the epores of this rot 
fungus. As much carelessness in the 
disposal of rotten fruit is seen in the 
orchard, as has been pointed out above, 
as occurring about the packing-house. 
Rotten fruit is very commonly allowed 
to fall upon the ground. and is turned 
under with the plow, to be turned up 
again in subsequent cultivations. In 
almost any orchard in which the dis- 
ease is prevalent one would not have 
any difficulty in finding oranges or 
lemony covered with quantities of mold 
spores lying upon of just beneath the 
sur‘ace of the ground, from which they 
may be blown over the fruit with the 
dust. \ 

It is not only the navels that are thus 
endangered; but these fruits are prob- 
ably the only ones that commonly be- 
come rotten before they are picked. All 
the fruit in the orchard is liable to be- 
come affected after it ts packed, as 
soon as the spores existing on its sur- 
face have an opportunity to germinate. 
It is particularly desirabie, therefore, 
that in the orchard all decayed fruit 
be gathered and burted so deep'y that 
it wili net be turned up by the plow; or 
that should be otherwise disposed 
of. is may be done by digging a 
deep hole every little distance in «he 
orchard, and piling in the rotten fruit 
from adjacent trees. Another method 
would be to gather and. compost de- 
cayed fruit, thus destroving the spores: 
in this way finally using the fruit for 
fertilization, as mentioned by Prof. Hil- 
gard. Either method provides a safe 
and rapid means of disposing of the 
refuse fruit, which will certainly very 


materially decrease the amount of 
spores, and therefore the liability to 
rot. 

THE FARM. 


Where Sand Lucerne Does Well. 

In response to many inquiries I 
would say that sand lucerne, Metlicago 
media, is not the common lucerne or 
alfaifa of the West. In genere! chir- 
acter the two varieties resemble each 
other very much, but these differences 
are apparent. The stalks’ of sand lu- 
cerne are finer anad make better hay 
than any alfalfa I have ever seen in 
the West, and it does not winter kill 
as alfalfa frequently does in this lati- 
tude—Ogemaw county. ~On our light, 
sandy and gravelly soils here, both the 
common and Turkestan alfalfa have 
been absolute failures, so far as profits 
are concerned. On such soil sand lu- 
cerne gave three cuttings the past sea- 
sor,. 

It is best to sow without a cover 
crop. I prepare the ground thoroughly 
by deep plowing, harrowing and rolling, 
then sow twenty quarts seed per acre, 
then cover with light spike-tooth har- 
row. If there are no weeds, do not 
cut at all the first season. In case 
weeds get too much of a start,:I cut 
once and use a rake. Sand lucerne seed 
is exactly like alfalfa seed. Much al- 
falfa seed has becn and much more will 
be sold for sand lucerne. The differ- 
ence between $6 or $7 and $12 or $13 
per bushel is a great temptation to the 
unscrupulous. I know some farmers 
who have condemned sand  thucerne 
after a very careful trial of alfaifa.— 
{Orange Judd Farmer. i 


Shall Stock Feed Be Ground? 


This question, like most others In 
farm management, has two sides, Many 
enthusiastic and good stockmen claim 
that it does not pay to grind feed, 
especially for fattening animals. Oth-, 
ers state that they would not attempt 
to raise farm animals without a fed 
grinder. Sifting the evidence down, 
Grange Judd Farmer believes that mi et 
up-to-date stock raisers will agree that 
with certain kinds of grain. such as 
wheat, rye and bariey, grinding and 
mixing with other feeds are absolutely 
eseential. For example, no one would 
think of feeding wheat to hogs with- 
out first thoroughly soaking it or run- 
ning it through a feed mill. It may not 
be essential to grind it very fine, but 
it should at least be crushed pretty 
completely, or ground fine enough so 
that the hard, compact portions of the 
grain will not go through the animal 
undigested. This is true for old as well 
as young animals. 

Another point upon which most will 
agree is that for young, growing stock, 
especially animals which do not have 
a full mouth of teeth, grinding is nec- 
essary. It not only enables the young 
animals to get more out of their feed, 
but they eat greater quantities and 
grow much more rapidly, On unground 
feed of the type noted, a young anima! 
would do very little good, but fheat, 
barley, rye, etc., be ground and mixed 
with a little corn, they will thrive.

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Shearing Sheep by Machinery. 

Sheep searing machines are comin 
to be a factor on every well-regulates 
sheep farm. For a time it was thought 
they would never be very successful, 
and were only for the wealthy sheep 
owner. However, it has been demon- 
strated that they can be used by the 
sheep shearer in almost any commun- 
ity. 

The shearing machine has many ad- 
vantages In the hands of a skillful oper- 
ator. The.wool can be taken off much 
more smoothly and completely than by 
hand shears. There is very little dan- 
ger of the sheep being cut in any way, 
and there are no second cuts in the 
wool. This is a decided advantage, as 


the longer the staple the better the — 


price. In some markets a premium is 
paid fer machine-shorn wool, Where 
a large number of sheep are to be 
shorn at one time the work is trying, 
resulting in sore wrists, and In many 
cases lame hands. This is avoided by 
the use of the machine, and as the 
work is so much better done a little 
extra expense i« willingly borne. 


The work can also be done much 


more rapidly than by hand. 
world's record for machine shearing is 
360 sheep in fourteen hours forty-six 
minutes. An operator soon becomes 
accustomed to working the apparatus,. 
and befere long is quite skilled. The 
wool is taken off so evenly that the 
sheep can be at once sent to market. It 
is not necessary to hold them a week 
or two until they become presentable. 
Then, too, sheep can be dippéd immedi- 
ately after shearing, as there are no 
cuts to absorb poison, providing a pois- 
onous solution is used. 

For a number of years sheep-shear- 
ing contests have been held at the lowa 
and Indiana agricultural colleges. The 
work is done both by hand and by 
machines. At these festivals there has 
been much interest of late years in the 
improved sheep-shearing machine. That 
the machine has come to stay there can 
be no doubt. It is not only satisfactory 
for sheep, but is also just as satisfac- 
tory for Angora goate. They can now 
be had quite cheaply, and are one of 
the best innVestments a sheep raiser 
can make. The machine itself is very 
simple and does not get out of order. 


THE POULTRY YARD. 
The Spring Chickens. 


Turn the chickens out where they can 
have a good wide range for scratching 
as early as possible in the spring, but 
avoid wet weather, especially for the 
highbred chickens. Wet, damp weather 
in early spring is responsible for the 
loeg of a great many chickens and old 
fowls. If the day is cold and rainy, 
keep them in their winter quarters, but 
if it is a warm rain it may not do them 
much harm. Even so, it does not im- 
prove their health any to get soaking 
wet. 

They need to scratch for their food 
more in spring than ever. It is much 
like giving them a liver tonic, some- 
thing we all need at this season. The 
best liver tonic is hard work in the 
open air. So it is for the chickens. If 
they can get a few worms and green 
blades of grass in their forage, so much 
the better for them. It will tend to im- 
prove their laying qualities later. 

This is a good time of year to make a 
personal examination of every hen and 
chicken and rooster. If they are too 
fat they should be fed less, especially 
fattening food. A good many chickens 
approach warm weather in altogether 
too fat a condition, and they are the 
first to succumb to diseases. Also ex- 
amine them for indication of lice, filth 
or any other vermin or disease. The 
bird that shows any signs of disease 
should be promptly isolated. One 
should have quarantine quarters for the 
poultry just as much as for human be- 
ings. Have a yard or a few coops 
separated from the rest of the yard, 
where such poultry can be kept for a 
few days or weeks, until they have 
proved themselves free from al! infec- 
tious disorders. By having such a 
quarantine station for the poultry in 
which te put all suspects, I have saved 
hundreds of chickens by practfally 
limiting and checking a distemper. 

When the chickens have foraged all 
day they will come to the feeding yard 
hungry and eager for food at night, and 
the appetite they display will be grat- 
ifying to the owner. It means some- 
thing more than the mere consumption 
of food. It portends for t owner 
good health and a fine crop of eggs. 
One should never begrudge plenty of 
food when the chicken is a good layer, 
for then every pound of grain is con- 
verted into salable meat or profitable 
eggs.—{Anne C. Webster in American 
Cultivator. 


Breding for Laying Qualities. 

For developing a heavy lay!ng strain 
of fowls, the trap nest is very useful. 
The Maine experiment station has been 
working with trap nests for three years 
in the hopes of increasing the number 
and improving the size and color of 
eges iaid by barred Piymouth Rocks 
and white Wyandottes. During this 
time, thirty ens have been found 
which have laid between 200 and 21 
eges each in a year, and twenty-six 
of them are now the breeding pens. 
From this foundation stock, the station 
will base ite future cperations in secur- 
ing a heavy laying strain. Prof. 
Gowell says: 

“All of the other breeding stock we 
are now carrying are tested hens that 
have laid over 180 eggs in a year; pul- 
lets whose mothers laid over 200 eggs 
in one year, and whose fathers’ moth- 
ers laid over 200 eggs in a year: and 
pullets sired by cockerels whose moth- 
ers and grandmothers laid over 200 eggs 
in one year. The size and color of the 
Plymouth Rock eggs are very fine. 
The eggs from the Wyandottes are of 
good shape and size, but are as yet 
too light in color.” 


THE STOCK RANGE. 
Sheep Versus Goats. 
Prof. Thomas Shaw of Minnesota 
thus compares sheep and Angora goats: 
First—There is not much 4itTerence 


in the size of the two animals when 
matured, but the sheep matures much 
more quickly than the goat. 

Second—The goat lives to a much 
greater age than the sheep. Some 
authorities claim that the average 
length of age of a goat is about twice 
that of a sheep. 

Third—The goat is a browser, and 
will from choice gather its tiving from 
leaves, twigs, barks of trees and weeds, 
whereas sheep prefer pastures, al- 
though they will ent many weels also, 
but will also eat leaves and brush, but 
not in preference to pastures. 

Fourth—The meat of the sheep is as 
yet preferred, on the whole, in the 
market, but the goat meat ‘s coming 
more and more into favor. 

‘Fifth—The goat produces hair and 
the sheep wool. The fleece of the 'a'- 
ter weighs more on an average than 
the fleece of the former. 

Sixth—The great use of the sheep on 
the average farm is to clean up rrat- 
tered vegetation, especially what is of 
the gleanings order, while the best use 
of - goat is in cleaning up the brush 
a 


Seventh—Sheep will not do well if 
confined wholly on brush land, while 
just such land furnishes exactly the 
conditions which the goats enjoy. 
There is room for many more flocks of 
goats and sheep in all parts of the 
country.—[Sputhwestern Stockman. 


Sheep Men Lose. 


In the United States Circuit Court re- 
cently Judge Morrow ordered judg- 
ment entered for the plaintiffs in the 
“sheep-tax” suits brought by the county 
of Sierra against P. J. Flanigan and by 
the county of Plumas against D. C. 
Wheeler and D. W. Ridenour. In No- 
vember Judge Morrow overruled de- 
murrers in these cases, and as no fur- 
ther ansgver was made the Judgment 
given was practically one in default. 
It is understood that the sheep men 
wish to take the matter to the Circuit 
Court of Appeals in order to test the 
validity of the “sheeptax ordinance.” 
The claim of Sierra county amounts 
to $2250, and that of Plumas to $2150, 
and they are based on ordinances 
passed by the Supervisors in 1900 pro- 
viding for “licensing the raising, graz- 
ing. herding or pasturing of sheep 
within the county,” which fixed the tax 
at 10 cents for each sheep or lamb 
owned by a non-resident of the county 
passing the ordinance. 

It is alleged by the sheep men that 
the ordinance is Invalid as levying a 
double tax on sheep by adding the 
license fee to the personal property tax. 
They claim that the act of the Legisia- 
ture which authorized Supervisors to 
levy a license tax referred only to 
licensing occupations: and so set forth 
in the briefs on demurrer. In his oral 


}opinion rendered at that time, Judge

Morrow held that the act provided for 
levying a license tax as a regulating 
measure, and hence the taxing of graz- 
ing sheep was clearly within its pro- 
visions. 

Residents of counties in question urge 
that they meed the ranges for their own 
sheep, and that it is a hardship to 
have animals driven within their bor- 
ders to eat down the feed without be- 
ing allowed to receive remuneration In 
the way of special tax for the privilege, 
they claim that the legislators In pass- 
ing the act authorizing the levy of a 
license tax, had this in mind, and that 
the bill was intended to cover just such 
cases. Flanigan and Wheeler are resi- 
dents of Nevada.
